The Korean Azalea rhododen­ 
dron mucronulatum is actuall> 
one of the very deciduous rhod­ 
odendrons. Pale rosy purple flow­ 
ers cover the tip growth in early- 
April, appearing long before the 
leaves.. As further recommenda­ 
tion the foliage adds yellow and 
bronzy crimson to autumn color­ 
ation. 
Because it blooms so early the 
flowers sometimes are killed by 
freezing weather, and it should be 
planted in some shaded spot 
where warm sun does not force 
the flowers to open prematurely. 
Plants in a southern exposure 
have been known to bloom dur­ 
ing a warm spell in early March.

NLESS the march o f Russian imperialism 
in Asia suddenly turns back o n itself, the 
news will crackle acro ss the Pacific o ne day 
so o n that Chinese Reds have begun the in­ 
vasio n o f Indo -China.
